My agent is manufactured by steeping isinglass in sulphuric acid and 
| water. I then agitate the mixture, adding more “water when needful. 
10 When the isinglass is dissolved I add 1 lime to effect the neutralization of 


the acid to the required degree. The composition is then strained and 
a small quantity of hop essence or hop pollen is added. 
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
